Steep Rise In Enrollment

Estimates show that by Octo.
ber 1961 the local elementary
school enrollment will be 32,778
students. Present school build.
ings will take care of 13,357 of
these pupils. Additional build-
ings to house the remaining
19,421 will be needed.

To provide these elementary
school buildings, it will be
necessary to raise $18 million.
Another $4'% million will take
care of the high school needs
bringing the total to $22% mil-
lion,

Since it has been estimated
that the district will be able to
raise $14% million of that sum
through bonds in the next five
years, only about $8% million

would have to be borrowed

This paves the way for obtaining off-street parking lots

which would provide 400 parking spaces

the equivalent of the

number of parking meters now in downtown Torrance.
Officials of the Chamber of Commerce submitted petitions
to the City Council bearing the signatures of property owners
owning 56.8% of the assessedfland valuation in the district. To
form the district, it was necessary to get a minimum 51% ap-

proval,

The off-street parking lots to be acquired will be paid by
the property owners in the district and through parking meter

funds.

The city of Torrance itself owns three off-street parking lots
at present, containing 230 parking spaces. The assessment dis-

trict plans to acquire 18 mbre lots which would provide 400
more parking spaces.

Lots to be acquired will cost an estimated $230,500. The

proposed bond issue totals $260,000.

The assessed land valuation of the district is $857,700, ac-

cording to figures released by the chamber.
